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A GOERTSKILLS 
HIMSELF. ASKED 
CORONER'S FAVOR 


Insurance Promoter Was De- 
pressed Over Litigation 
and Bad Investments. 


HIS WIFE HEARD SHOT 





Bullet Through Heart Caused 
Death Before She Could 
Reach Him. 





CONSIDERED WEALTHY 





Offtcial With Whom He 
Talked, Thought He Had 
Persuaded Him to Live. 





Carrying out a threat that he made 
to the Coroner a week ago, August 


Goerts, widely known. insurance man, 
shot and killed himself with a revolver 
in his beautiful Compton Heights home, 
2215 Hawthorne boulevard, Saturday. 

Goerts until recently was St. Louis 
rnanager of the Germania Life Insurance 
Co: He had a prominent part in or- 
ganizing several St. Louis companies in 
the same line of business. His health 
had been failing in the past three years 
and he had been harassed by much 
litigation growing out of his activity 
as an insurance organizer. 

For many years Goerts was a familiar 
figure in the Fourth street brokerage 
district and at one time he was re- 
garded as a financial power. He was a 
heavy trader on the local stock ex- 
change, his specialties being street rail- 
Way and bank stocks and brewery 
bonds. He was once the largest indi- 
vidual holder of stock in the Fourth 
National Bank. Recently his specula- 
tions. and investments had not been 
large. 

Deputy Coroner Henry Fath, wher 
he received a telephone message 
from Dr. Walter Fuchs, telling of the 
suicide, was startingly reminded of 
a conversation he had with Goerts 
in South St. Louis a week ago. 

At that time Goerts, who seemed 
greatly depressed, said to Fath: “I 
have had a lot of trouble and if I 
had a revolver now I would kill my- 
You'll hear of my suicide soon. 
Treat me well at the Coroner’s office. 
Don’t let anybody go to the Morgue 
and see that our old friend Wagoner 
has charge of the funeral.” 

Fath tried to. cheer up Goerts and 
believed that,he had succeeded. For 
that reason he says he made no re- 
port of the threat. 

Dr. Fuchs, in telephoning to the Cor- 
ener’s office, gave no details except 


that the bullet with which Goerts a 


himself entered the heart. 

Goerts was 45 years old and had a 
wife and four children. He commenced 
his business career as a cutlery sales- 
man. hig 

Lost Fortune in Brewery. 

Mrs. Goerts was a Miss Schraub- 
stadter, daughter of a wealthy St. Louis 
type founder. 

About four years ago Goerts lost $150,- 
000 in a Kansas City brewery enterprise. 
At that time he was one of the heaviest 
in the Fourth National 
Bank, of which H. A. Forman was pres- 
ident. 

As the result of his losses Goerts was 
forced to sell his bank stock. It was 
‘purchased by the Edwards interests 
and gave them control of the Fourth 
National Bank. Forman was later oust- 
ed as president of the Fourth National, 
which was then absorbed by the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce. 

Goerts spoke lightly of the loss of 
his fortune and attempted to win it 


back by organizing insurance companies. 


Goerts, whose income as an insurance 
agent frequently amounted io $15,000 a 
year, was a heavy invester in stocks. 
and bonds. 

According to a report made by Po- 
liceman Kling of the Magnolia District, 
Mrs. Goerts called her husband to 
breakfast. Without answering her 
Goerts walked into the front hall and 
shot himself. He was dead when his 
wife reached his side. 

Involved in Suit Over Note, 

Goerts was one defendant in a suit 
filed by the International Bank, now 
pending in Judge Homer's court. The 
‘Woodward, @ Tiernan Printing Co..is the 
other defendant and the suit is on a 
note for $3506, given by the company to 
Goerts, as vice-president of the St. 
Louls National Life Insurance Co., as 
premium on a $60,000 policy on E, B. 
Woodward's life. According to the 
printing company's defense, the insur- 


ance application was rejected, : 
- At a meeting of the insurance com- 


pany, held in December, 1908, before 
Goerts’ resignation as vice-president of 
the company had been accepted, J. C. 


Jones appeared as attorney for the. 
_©ompany and demanded the note from 
Goerts. The latter refused to turn it 


‘over, claiming it as commission, 

- A dispute between Jones and Goerts 
foilowed and it was reported at the 
time that the lawyer struck Goerts twice 
in tie face, bruising him so séverely 
that he went toa physician for treat- 
ment. The suit for the note was filed 
shortly afterward.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS KILLS 569, 
PELLAGRA 116, CENSUS REPORT 


Statistics,- for 1909, However, 
Cover Only Shghtly More 
Than Half of Population. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—For the 
first time the mortality report of the 
Census Bureau, covering investigations 
for 1909,. takes cognizance of infantile 
paralysis and pellagra as diseases to 
which the flesh is heir. The record 
shows 569 in the former and 116 in the 
latter class. 

The statistics cover only slightly more 
than half of the population, as they do 
not extend to states or cities which 
do not require the _ registration of 
deaths. As comparatively little of the 
area in which pellagra is most preva- 
lent is included in the registration  sec- 
tion, it is suggested that the report on 
the malady gives an inadequate idea of 
its real ravages. Indeed, it is told that 
‘it would seem that many hundreds and 
perhaps thousands of deaths from this 
disease must occur each year.”

His is rather the 
strength of suavity, gentleness and kind- 
ness. 

Smile Like That of Pope. 

His well-molded head is surmounted 
by dark hair, just streaked with gray of 
a shade that is almost a perfect match 
for his expressive gray eyes. His face 
is mobile and about his meuth there 
plays almost constantly a benevwoleiut 
smile much like that which is familiar 
to all who have seen portraits of Pope 
Pius X.° 

This smile never left his face from the 
time he stepped from his train. He 
beamed upon the negro porter who 
piaced a platform step for him. Then. 
looking about him, he caught sight of 
newspaper photographers trying under 
difficulties to get a snapshot of hirh. 
Motioning te them to come nearer, he 
drew himself up and stood quite still 
upon the step, smiling all the time, 
while they made better phetographs 
than would have been possible had he 
been less considerate. 

He wore a hroad-brimmed black hat 
with a dome-shaped crown, and under 
his black cassock, when it was blown 
tack by the wind, could be seen a 
glimpse of the red robe which is the 
garb of his office. 

Visits Church Schools. 

At 9:30 a. m. the Cardinal and his 
party took breakfast at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, .after which, under escort of 
the Reception Committee, they started 
on a tour of visitation to Kenrick Semi- 
nary, Christian Brothers’ College, the 
Monastery of St. Anthony and Sacred 
Heart Convent. 

Addressing the students at Ken- 
rick Seminary during ,the morning, 
the Cardinal referred feelingly to 
the obstacles which some European 
f.overnments have expres!

SET HOME ON FIRE 


House Valued at $25,000 and 
$15,000 Worth of Furni- 
ture Destroyed,

CHICAGO, Sept. 24.—Flames that de- 
stroyed the handsome home of William 
F. Muse in Hinsdale early today were 
started. by burglars who stole $50.000 
worth of property, according to reports 
made to the police. It is said fhe bur- 
giars were discovered in the house by 
Muse, who was threatened with death 
by a man: holding a revolver pointed at 
him when he struck a match to investi- 
gate the cause of a mysterious noise. 
Muse says a nfissile was hurled at him. 
After the thieves had departed the 
house was found to be in flames. 

The police were told that Oriental 
rugs, siiverware and other property 
valued at $50,000 was stolen. The house, 
valued at $25,000, and furniture worth 
$15,000 was destroyed. Muse had a nar- 
row escape from death. The barn in the 
rear was found to have been sprinkled 
with oil and a barrel of pine was found, 
but the robbers apparently did not have 
time to set fire to this portion of the 
property. 

Muse is one of the wealthiest residents 
of Hitsdale. His fortune: is reputed to 
be about =w,000. He is an attorney, 
and besides operates dry goods stores 
in ‘Texas° and California. The house 
was one of the most palatial residences 
in the fashionable suburb. It stood in 
the center oNspacious grounds at Wash- 
ington. and‘‘Ogden avenues, a mile north 
of the business section of Hinsdale. 

It was 2:30 a. m., according to Muse, 
when he was aroused by a noise. He 
was alone in the’ house. His wife, who 
is an invalid, is in California. Muse 
listened, then sat up in bed and struck 
a match. As the light’ flared up he 
saw a man standing in the hallway, 
just outsidé the bedroom door. — 

‘“‘Who's:there?’’ demanded Muse. 

“Never mind,” replied the burglar in 
a gruff tone, as he pointed a revolver. 

“Just put that light out or I'll blow 
it out.” 

Finds House in Flames. 

Muse did not obey immediately. The 
burglar threw a missile which knocked 
the lighted match out of his hand. He 
was ordered then to remain quiet. The 
burglar was heard moving about the 
house for some time. 


‘Muse quickly left his bed, lighted the 


gas and slowly made his way down- 
stairs. As he opened the door leading 
from the second story to the the apart- 
ments below he was almost overpow- 
ered by smoke. Muse rushed down the 
stairway and found the entire lower 
floor in flames. 

Investigation revealed that oil had 
been sprinkled on the floor of the barn, 
Muse resided in Hinsdale only at in- 
tervals, passing most of his time in 
traveling. 

For some time the home had been for 
sale, Muse having planned to reside in 
California. 
sumed a mysterious attitude and the 
Chief refused to make a statement.

They are 
" gmade public in the Post-Dispatch ex- 
clusively. It is Fuchs’ intention to sub- 
mit these letters to the Secretary of 
State after Justice Blair of New Jer- 
sey City has disposed of the extradli- 
tion case. It is exxrwcted that he wiil 
held young Charlion and recommerd 
extradition. 

Letters Indicate Sanity. 

The letters are to be introduced for 
the purpose of showing that Charlton 
was not insane at the time he killed 
his wife, also that he had well planned 
the murder. 

Capt. Scott also brought with him 
jJetters written by Charlton immediately 
after his marriage. These letters, too, 
Fuchs insists, show clearly that Charl- 
ton is sane. 

As shown by the date of mailing on 
the envelope on the evening of the day 
following that of the murder, and after 
he had placed her body in a trunk, 
which later he threw into Lake Como, 
Charlton addressed the following letter 
to Miss Kate Scott, a sister of Mrs. 
Porter Charlton, at her residence, 2020 
Broadway, San Francisco: 

Wonderfully Happy. 

- Vila Noita. My Dear’ Kate—No 
doubt you think that we two have 
fallen off some unfenced place on 
this old world, but such is not the 
casé.

—Mamie—and a” honeymoon.

BURIED IN YARD 


San Francisco Doctor and 
His Nurse Are Held After 
Finding Body.

Physician’s Assistant Gives 
Information That Leads to 
Finding Corpse.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept.’ 24.—The 
body of Miss Eva Swan, a young 
stenographer and formerly a school 
teacher of Paso Robles, Cal., was 
found last night buried in a lot in the 
rear of a vacant house on Eureka 
street. 

The girl had been missing since 
April 20. From information which 
came to the police today, it is thought 
that she met her death shortly after 
that time in the office of Dr. James 
Grant on Golden Gate avenue. 

Dr. Grant is in the city prison to- 
night and the police are looking for 
William Sachs, his assistant. 

Miss Mary Messersmith, a nurse 
employed by Dr. Grant, also is held. 
Neither will make any statement. 

Dropped Out of Sight. 

Miss Swan was 26 years old. Dur- 
ing the five months that she had 
been missing many attempts have 
been made to find her. The day she 
left her boarding house for the last 
time, a young man called several 
times to see her and finally left a 
note for her. She dropped out of 
sight completely, leaving all her be- 
longings in her room. 

Man Is Sought. 

Shortly after the family moved away, 
two days ago, Frank Gordon, Dr. 
Grant’s assistant, informed the author- 
ities that the body was buried in the 
yard of the Eureka street house. De- 
tectives went there and last. night dis- 
covered the remains of Miss Swan 
wrapped in a sheet sprinkled with acid, 
buried under a cement flooring near a 
sewer. 

The authorities have sent for a Paso 
Robles ranchman who, it is said, is the 
same man who called for the girl on 
the day she disappeared.

“A well-dressed woman wears what 
becomes her regardless of 
the passing vogud. 
‘Every woman should set 
her own styles. 
*‘Women spend too much 
on dress. 
“A few good gowns are 
worth a trunkful of shoddy 
freaks. 
“A dress should be worn 
until it begins to look its 


“A dress that is fit to wear once is fit 
to wear on any number of occasions. 
“American women want too many 
costumes. 

“W'omen love to dress because they 
love to control and boss men. 

But Women Are Learning. 

“American women are learning. Ina 
few years they will be the best dressed 
women in the world. The American 
woman has sense and her artistic taste 
is developing rapidly. 

‘“‘A woman ifs a chump if she doesn't 
dress the best that she can witheut be- 
ing extravagant. 

‘“‘Tell the Post-Dispatch what I think 
of styles and dresses? Why, of course 
I will. Did you ever see or hear of a 
woman who would not discuss that eter- 
nal question, dress?’

There is no question about the iden- 
tity of the explorer, for Mr. Ryan 
sailed, with Dr. Cook in 1897 on the 
Paris, occupying the same stateroom 
with him. Cook was then going to 
Belgium to secure the position with 
the Belgian Antarctic expedition, a 
post'he obtained. 

Michael B. Ryan is a well known 
inventor of this city, and an as- 
sociate of Sir Hiram Maxim. Mr. 
Ryan returned to Bridgeport Wednes- 
day. ; 

“I arrived at the Hotel Stachus, in 
Munich, Aug. 31,” said Mr. Ryan. 
“Upon entering the dining room I 
was amazed to see Dr. Cook, his 
wife and daughter, occupying a table. 
There was no attempt at concealment or 
disguise on the part of Dr. Cook. He 
wore his mustache, litfle side whiskers 
and looked just like his pictures. 

Crowded With Americans, 

“The assurance of’ the man took 
my breath away. Here was the ho- 
tel crowded with Americans, who had 
either come to see or had seen the 
Passion Play. Cook wandered about 
the lobby of the hotel, the most un- 
concerned person in it save. Mrs, 
Cook, who is a strapping big woman 
and has all the nerve of her hus- 
band. 

“Police regulations require that the 
names of all guests shall be placed on 
a board in the office in plain view. Dr. 
Cook appeared on the board as Mr. 
Coleman and family. There was no 
trace of nervousness in his bearing or 
manner. 

“He gtold me that he and his family 
had been at Oberammergau for a cou- 
ple of days to see the Passion Play, 
and had enjoyed it despite the heayy 
and constant rain. He said that he was 
in love with the peace and quiet of the 
Tyrol and Bavarian Alps, where he had 
spent severn! months, and said he ex- 
pected to rpend some time longer in 
that vicinity.

NEW AND UNENOWN VOTEBS. 

The prohibition issue, with its threat to make 
Bt. Louis stagnant, has brought from their state 
of political indifference thousands of voters. 
Hundreds of foreign-born citizens dug up nat- 
uralization papers secured 20 and 30 years ago 
and presented them for the first time in proof 
of their right to vote, Small merchants and 
shopkeepers, long asleep, came to a sudden real- 
ization of their political obligations. Working- 
men, beyond reach of appeal by parties, were 
groused to activity. 

‘Thus there is injected into the political life of 
the community a new element and presumably 
an independent one. The primal impulse of these 
thousands is to vote against prohibition or for 
it, but they are a politically unknown force. If 
it was the prohibition question that brought them 
to life, they are still not going to confine their 
voting to that one question. They will vote on 
everything that offers. How do they stand in 
Aelation to parties? Are they Democratic or in- 
surgent or standpat? The only certain thing 
seems to be that they are numerous enough to 
change the political complexion of the city from 
anything superficially indicated. 

What they may do, or the influence they may 
exert, is, of course, a matter of pure speculation. 
But they lend to the general contest an element 
of delightful uncertainty. They registered be- 
cause they want to vote. They will vote. They 
will cause the recording in St. Louis in an off 
year of a vote beyond all numerical precedents. 
We may expect some surprising results. 
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A fine of $100 for the vender of indecent pic- 
ture postal cards is a wholesome application of 
the law. It is doubtless the one way in which it

If we take 2 cents instead of 11%4 and add 10 
per cent for depreciation, 10 per cent for rent, 
10. per cent for insurance and repairs and 10 
per cent for replacements we find the cost of 
preduction is 2.8 cents per kilowatt. If we add 
50: per cent for administration and 100 per cent 
for profit we find that 7 cents per kilowatt is 
@ good, round price to charge for current. 


The average rate in cities is not far from, 


this 7 cents, which is seven-twelfths of what 
Union Electric charges domestic consumers. As 
the Post-Dispatch has already pointed out, this 
little municipal lighting plant in the basement 
of the City Hall has a value. far beyond its 
power to produce electric current cheaply for 
city use.

ELECTION LAW FAULTS. 

The effort of many thousands of citizens to 
qualify as voters by registering in the pollbooks 
Thureday exposed glaring faults in the registra- 
tion provisions of the election laws. The regis- 
tration forées in’ the precincts were inadequate 


attempted to qualify. The registration of those 
who*placed their names on the books was ac- 
complished with a maximum of inconvenience 
and discomfort. Citizens stood in long lines 
waiting an opportunity to register. Thousands 
were turned away, and if the weather had been 
inclement, many other thousands would have 
failed to register. 2 

Appeals are continually being made to citizens 
t~) exercise the suffrage, Before every election 
they are urged to register and vote. The wel- 
fare of the country, the State, the community 
depends upon the ballots of citizens. Good gov- 
ernment is impossible of attainment unless 
citizens vote for it. Only when every citizen 
votes can the ideal of democratic government 
be reached. 

“Voting and qualify!ng to vote should be made 
as easy and convenient as possible. No citizen 
who wants to vote and is entitled to qualify 
should be deprived of the opportunity. But the 
law as passed by the Legislature surrounds vot- 
ing and qualifying to vote with many obstacles. 
It is necessary, on account of the expense, to 
cut down the days for precinct registration to a 
minimum. - But precinct registrations should be 
provided merely as a convenience. The law 
should designate an ample term during which 
citizens may register at the Election Commis- 
sioners’ office before every election. It would 
be wise to have branch registration offices in 
each section of the city for periods of 10 or 20 
days before every election. The door to the 
voting booth should be wide open for all citizens 
entitled to vote under the laws. 

Another obstacle to voting and registering is 
the enormous number of voters in some pre- 
cincts. The law empowers and advises the Elec- 
tion Commissioners to so divide the city wards 
into precincts for voting purposes that each pre- 
cinct shall have as near as possible 300 voters. 
But the work of division can only be done every 
four years, and if it be neglected or carelessly 
done, some precincts become greatly overcrowd- 
ed. The number of voters to a precinct ranges 
from 300 to 1200. In a precinct of a thousand 
voters a full vote makes it practically impossible 
for all the voters to cast their ballots. In the 
November election, when an enormous vote will 
be cast, there is danger that thousands of citi- 
zens will be deprived of the opportunity to vote. 

The politicians who usually frame election 
laws do not like heavy polls. They interfere 
with their schemes. But the Election Commis- 
sioners should carefully prepare and submit to 
the next General Assembly amendments correct- 
ing the faults of the election law in the interest 
of the voters.

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CROSSING THE ALPS.

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REGISTRATION AND POPULATION. 

A registration of upwards of 160,000, in the ac- 
cepted ratio of one voter to five persons, indi- 
cates a population of 800,000 for St. Louis. The 
census figures are 687,029. This is 4.3 persons 
to one voter. If there was a suspicion that the 
registration lists were padded, the explanation 
of this unusual proportion of voters would be 
simple. “ 

As a matter of fact, however, the registration 
lists had been recently revised and pared down 
to the lowest limit. Only 98,000 names were left 
on the record. Careful canvasses were made be- 
fore registration and the officers having the 
work in charge were alert and competent. It is 
also known that in the rush many were unable 
to register. 

The unregistered, including sick and absent 
voters, must be more numerous than those mis- 
takenly or fraudulently registered, so that the 
point stands: Either St. Louis has an unprece- 
dentedly large percentage of eligible voters or the 
census enumerators missed thousands of resi- 
dents. ,

A Brief Review of the Sort That 
Any Girl May Find Available. 


HAT sort of occupation do you want the “not-impossible he” , 
to have? Is he to be in business, the member of a profession, 
the follower of an art? Here are a few hints that may guide 
you in your choice: 

The mau who works with his hands, the skilled tradesman or the 
small merchant is apt to be domestic. He is usually too tired at night 
to want to go out muclf, which is pleasing for the loving wife, but not 
for her who is fond of gayety. 

The farmer is likely to live to a ripe old age, and will never make 
much call upon his wife to act as a sick nurse. All winter he is at home 
most of the time—a thing which many a business man’s helpmeet would 
consider parad?se. On the other hand, he expects his wife to be a hard 
worker, and the loneliness or farin life is too much for many women. 
There are more farmer’s wives in insane asylums than any other class. 
Simple living may make the farmer a bit “close,” too, and ar years go on 
be is apt to become unprogressive, though in these days of modern im- 
provements this is by no means always true. The farmer’s cnief recom- 
‘mendation & thut, as a class, he is the most faithful and steady of 
husbands. 

HE ousiness man, whether his work be in factory, store, bank or 

office, is likely to make a companion of his wife. Marr ied couples 
seldom go intc business together here, as they s0 frequently do in 
France, but the wife is often the silent partner of the firm. The business 
man’s mate is surest of a fixed allowance and straightforward treat- 
ment, for her husband is used to direct methods and dealings. Often the 
business man lives at a nervous strain and needs to be handled carefully 
and kept steady. His chief fault is likely to be irritability, which finds 
vent in fault-finding. The over-sensitive woman would better keep away 
from him. 

The doctor is not a very safe choice, In the first place, his hours 
are irregular and life with him becomes a torment to an overcareful 
housekeeper. In the next, his patients absorb so much of his time that 
to the critical wife he may seem neglectful. Finally, he is often subject 
to bad temper and fickleness, and the early years of married life are apt 
to be poverty-stricken. As the other side of the picture, he is tender and 
sympathetic in trouble, he is usually soft-hearted and easilly coaxed 
and calmed, and the doctor’s wife has always a certain standing in the 
community. 

HE minister is not a good husband for a woman with nerves, or 

without patience and Christian charity. His mind is apt to be in 
the clouds most of the time, and he is even less at leisure than is the 
doctor. But he is usually an easily managed -husband, almost sure to 
be faithful and devoted, and there is a dependence on his goodness that 
is comfortable and satisfying. 

The lawyer is apt to be cold, outwardly at least, and perhaps that 
most annoying of all types, the quizzical man. He is only too likely to 
waver from the narrow path, and is often headstrong. Still, he takes 
a great pride in his wife, for she is a social and professional asset to 
him, and he will express his praise freely. And financially he is a 
good investment. : 

The teacher will make an ideal father. He is broadminded, likes 
women and has the vacation habit. But he is inclined to be dictatorial 
and despotic. . 

The artist and the musician, to some extent the literary man, make 
adorable lovers, but poor husbands. They are usually already wedded to 
their art, and make you fully understand that you are the second wife. 
They are fickle, eccentric and sometimes cruel.. They are never house- 
broken, and should not be attempted by women who cannot sympathize 
and understand. 

The army or navy man is fond and indulgent, but has little money, 
is away most of the time and may be fickle.

REFLECTS ONLY 
SMALL GHANGES 


Bank Statement Shows Loss 
in Cash Below Expecta- 
tions. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—The New York 
Evening Post in its daily review of the 
market says: 

Operations on the Stock Exchange 
were restricted to the few highly spec- 
ulative stocks that have contributed 
most of the business in the dull and 
uninteresting markets of the week. In- 
itial prices were, for the most part, un- 
changed from yesterday; and the early 
movement was so dull that many of 
the usually active stocks did not appear 
-on the tape during the first hour, when 
only 51,800 shares changed hands. 


Tractions Higher 
Manipulation of the rastion issues 


was continued with rather violent fluc- 
tuations, and the same sort of support 
that was afforded yesterday and th> 
day before. The European markets were 
more interesting, the probability of an 
early advance in the German bank rate 
being a governing factor on most of 


_the foreign bourses. 


Sentiment at London was somewhat 
.affected by the negotiations under way 
to finance large bond issues and the 
continued withdrawal of gold for vart- 
ous countries. The continued harden- 
ing of discount rates at Berlin was 
taken to mean that the German bank 
would in all probability go upon a 14% 
per cent discount basis next week, the 
open market rate at Berlin being as 
high as the present bank rate. 

These considerations naturally excited 
discussion as to the possibility of an 
advance in the London bank rate, as we 
are nearing the time when such action 
is usually taken. The problem is made 
the more interesting by the pending 
demands for new capital at London and 
the efforts of financiers there to care 
for the burden of unsold securities which 
have long been neld by banking syndi- 
cates. 

Bank Showing Fair. 

So far as the cash showing went, the 
banks made a better statement today 
than had been generally expected. In- 
stead of an $8,000,000 cash loss for the 
week, the actual decrease was only 
$3,419,000. More than this, a loan expan- 
sion of only $6,800,000, which was less 
than the increase looked for yesterday, 
as a result of the large advances made 
during the week to banks at the South 
and West, enabled the Clearing House 
institutions to report a loss of only $3,- 
792,000 in actual surplus. 

But the really striking disclosure cf 
the return was the virtual wiping .out 
of the excess of deposits over loans. 
In the actual statement this excess 
stood last week at $5,500,000, whereas 
today it is shown at a paltry $170,900. 
This means that a loan excess will in 
all probability be reported next weel-, 
when some heavy dividend disburse- 
ments will have to be provided for.

News Generally Favors the 
Sellers; Corn Market Is 
Neglected. 








The wheat market continued its back- 
ward drift today on influential selling 
in all important markets. Sentiment is 
gradually veering to the bear side. Sup- 
port from a leading bull in the Chicago 
market has been the recent sustaining 
influence. 

Liverpool prices. were weak and lower, 
although some early buying was done 
on the French taking of cargoes. Later 
selling became more general on a bear- 
ish statistical position and liberal Aus- 
tralian and Indian offers. 

Foreign crop news generally is fa- 
vorable, with good weather in the Ar- 
gentine. Australian crop prospects are 
good and if continued the quantity there 
for export will be larger than previously. 

Liverpool wheat futures closed 47@%d 
lower, Berlin %d lower, and Budapest 
lc higher. 

Export business has dwindled to noth- 
ing, and while foreign markets remain 
relatively lower than ours and supplies 
are large abroad, it is hard to see where 
the early export demand is to come 
from. The Continent needs wheat, 
France possibly 80,000,000 bu, but at 
present foreign buyers apparently see 
no reason of a rush to buy. 

Snow wires from Salt Coates, Sask’ 

._..e extent of.loss from frost before 
harvest is just becoming realized. Es- 
timates of 100,000,000 bu crop are mis- 
leading. Even on this basis quality will 
reduce the crop to an equivalent of 7o,- 
000,000 bu of milling grain. A large 
amourt will go to rejected and feed 
grains.”’
